‘PLANES 


GETTING RID OF 
DIFFICULTIES

Ministry has just placed a substantial order. 
The turret is considered in Service circles 
to be the most important step forward in &ir- 
craft gunnery since the invention during the 
War of the synchronising device, which en- 
ables the pilots of fighting aeroplanes to fire 
their fixed guns through the disc swept by 
the propeller without damaging the airscrew 
blades. . 

ater. tter of difficult 
operation o '$ a matter of dilficuity, 
ps a of the gó speeds of giair 
the height at which they normally. fly. 
Further advances in speed appeared of 
doubtful advantage; at the higher speeds 
the aeroplanes were defenceless bevause the 
gunners could not work satisfactorily. When 
attacked by single-seater fighters, the guns 
of which are fixed and not. affected. by air 
pressure, the bombers with movable guns 
were obliged to slow down to give their 
unners a chance of accurate fire. Above 
0,000 feet the effort demanded to’ move the 
gun becomes more and more tiring, while the 
violent accelerations imposed on the bodies 
of the crew during an aerial combat have 
been known to cause serious injury. The 
gunner in the past has had to stand up to 
work his gun, and consequently has not been 
able to brace himself against the movements 
of the machine. -“ 

The new turret eliminates all these diffi- 
culties. It makes marksmanship from an 
aeroplane moving at more than miles per 
hour as accurate and untiring as fire from 
a fixed base. All the gunner has to do 
is point the gun in the required direction ; 
the turret mechanism does the work. The 
conditions under which the gunner works in 
the turret, free from strain and protected 
from the rush of air, have resulted during 
tests in firing far more accurate than ever 
Habel gr 9 attained. These turrets will be 

tted to high-powered twin engine day and 
night bombers, known as the Overstrand type, 
which operate at, heights of more than 20°606 
feet above sea level.

TEMPERATURE AND RAINFALL 


The Meteorological Register at the Ordnance 
Survey Office, Dublin, shows that in the 
month of October last the maximum tempera- 
ture in the air was 63.2 deg the mean 
being 50.7. On the grass the minimum 
temperature was 24.2 degrees, and on four 
nights it was at, or below, 30 degrees. The 
warmest day was the 6th, and the coldest 
night was that of the ó0th.

THE POLITICAL POSITION 


'“ When -friend]y ‘commercial relations 
have heen once more established, we may 
consider the political position. According 
to Article 48 of the Constitution this 
country can only be committed to offensive 
war by the assent of the Oireachtas ;- but, 
in accordance with Article 1, if any of the 
co-equal nations of the Commonwealth is 
at war, all are at war automatically. 
Paragraph 7 of the Treaty enacts that 
certain military facilities must be afforded. 
Apart from the fact that no other 
Dominion is occupied by British forces, 
having instead the privilege of maintaining 
their own navies, while we are still confined 
to the somewhat dubious protection of 
the Muirchu—(laughter)—it is greatly to 
their advantage to have the might of 
Britain behind them to defend their terri- 
tories and resourees, Ireland, however, 
has no undeveloped. resources. ' Here are 
no longer gold mines, no vast territories of 
wheat fields, no empty lands crying aloud 
for people to come and develop them. 
Ours is modest competence, ut one 
which we wish to enjoy ourselves.” 

To secure absolute independence it 
would be necessary to denounce the Treaty, 
which would involve secession from the 
Empire. To do this and establish the 
recognition of the truly republican State, 
propaganda should be carried on in the 
League of Nations and in America. It 
would be extraordinarily unlikely that a 
British Government could afford to flout 
world epinion. Without the right to abso- 
lute control of foreign policy the Free 
State’s independence was dangerously near 
being included in Swift’s famous defini- 
tion of slavery. : 


THE NORTH 


“ I am sorry,” he said, “ that there is 
no other word than republic te describe 
the type of Government we should then 
have. This word has unpleasant assecia- 
tions in many Irish ears, but how else 
can we describe such a Government, owing 
its authority alone to the people of 
Ireland. This State would offer the 
greatest amity to Great Britain and afford 
mutual commercial relations of the freest 
sort to that country. If it was felt that a 
consitutional monarchy would be more 
acceptable to the people of Ulster, it 
might be possible to instal one of the 
younger sons of the English Throme as a 
purely constituional monarch. 

“As time goes on the traditionally 
hard-headed business men of the North 
will realise more and more what poor 
value they are getting in the way of self- 

overnment. Of the moneys raised there 

y taxation 90 per cent. is under the con- 
trol of Westminster, only 10 per cent. 
being regulated locally. The unit is too 
small te be run efficiently. 

“ Of the million persons over twelve 
years of age, only 15 per cent. were em- 
ployed in agriculture, which demonstrates 
strikingly the Be sir gay Fag industrial 
mature of the North. The manufactured 
goods must seek an outlet. Surely it is 
towards the South that they should come, 
rather than to England, itself a manufac- 
turing country, or further afield. The 
whole balance of the country was upset by 
partition. If it is realised that economic 
prosperity, as well as personal liberty, is 
ebtainable in an all-Ireland Republic, as 
well as in a semi-autonomous puppet State, 
surely union must eventually come. That 
personal liberty and freedom of conscience 
are scrupulously maintained in the twenty- 
six counties, no one who has followed at all 
the sequence of events in the Free State 
during the past twelve years can deny.’’ 

In concluding, the President remarked : 
**On the establishment of complete inde- 
pendence there might well be a slackening 
in the thrusting of Irish, this interesting, 
but unpractical, tongue, If we are sub- 
ject to none, there is no ionger any need to 
make these flaunting gestures of our differ- 
ence. Irish, as an intellectual exercise, 
should be encouraged freely by State 
grants, but should not eceupy the major 
part of primary school time-tables to the 
detriment of the more practical subjects. 

* With minor adjustments on either side 
I see no reason why an all-Ireland unit, 
independent in every respect, should not 
arise, and enjoy a permanent measure of 
internal peace, external independence, 
economic well-being—and perhaps a repeti- 
tion of that in‘ellectual pre-eminence that 
Ireland enjeyed during the days of the 
early Celtic Church.” 


THE ROAD TO REUNION 


_ Mr. T, J. Campbell, K.C., M.P., second- 
ing, said that far-seeing Irishmen, both in 
the North and South. did not envisage par- 
tition as a permanent cleavage. or the 
moment each Government was, and intended 
to remain, master in its own household, and 
the road to reunion might be neither short 
nor easy. For the Northern Nationalists the 
change from the pre-partition era waa a 
definite setting back of the clock. In the 
whirligig of politics they who had suffered 
most in the fight of the last fifty years were 
to suffer most from the upshot of the fight 
without any compensation. Their desires 
had been frustrated by circumstances. Diffi- 
culties for them had gathered in gravity, 
ane to-day they were like outlanders on Irish 


soil. 

They had never acquiesced in the dismem-

for a politically homogeneous Ireland, An
